Bryant, who in the past 
has avoided involvement 
in local issues, appeared 
at a Dade County Com¬ 
mission hearing last 
month to testify against 
an ordinance to ban dis¬ 
crimination against homo¬ 
sexuals in housing and 
employment. 

"As an entertainer, I 
have worked with homo¬ 
sexuals all my life, and 
my attitude has been live 
and let live," she said at 
the meeting, her voice 
choking with emotion. 
"Now I believe it's time to 
realize the rights of the 
overwhelming number of 
Dade County constitu¬ 
ents."

MIAMI GAYS GEAR UP 
FOR REFERENDUM 
BATTLE 

MIAMI, FLA. - Miami's 
Gay community, exhila¬ 
rated by the recent enact¬ 
ment of the Gay rights 
ordinance here and the 
impact of the citrus boy¬ 
cott, is presently gearing 
up for a fight against the 
expected June 7 recall 
referendum. Christian 
fundamentalist churches, 
many of whom led opposi¬ 
tion to the Miami Metro 
Commission decision, ran 
into an unexpected legal 
roadblock last week in 
their bid to force a 
county-wide vote on Gay 
civil rights protection. 
The Dade County attorney 
ruled illegal the petition 
forms which the anti-Gay 
forces planned to use to 
;arner the necessary 
0,000 signatures to put 
their "Save Our Children 
(From Homosexuality)" 
referendum on the ballot. 

The Dade County attor¬ 
ney said that the petitions 
were "not valid docu¬ 
ments" because they con¬ 
tained improper 

statements on the reverse 
side of the petitions. The 
statements asserted that 
the Metro Commission's 
ordinance was "not a civil 
rights ordinance," that it 
put forward Gay people as 
"role models," ana that "it 
was dangerous to the 
health and welfare" of 
Miamians.

By week's end, however, 
the Coalition for Human¬ 
istic Gays began to back 
off a bit, fearing a "back¬ 
lash."

"The citrus industry is the 
mainstay of Florida's 
economy and we began to 
get a lot of criticism. 
The MIAMI NEWS called

So when the 
freeze destroyed 20% of 
the citrus crop we decided 
that 'God had spoken.' We 
issued a statement saying 
that we were trying to 
prevent a boycott and 
that the best way to do 
that was for the Commis¬ 
sion to fire Bryant. One 
television station here led 
into our statement by say¬ 
ing, 'Miami's Gay group 
didn't want to put migrant 
workers out of work 


BRYANT IN HIDING? 


Miami Gays are now 
turning away from the 
citrus boycott to the 
expected June 7 referen¬ 
dum. The Gay slogan for 
the recall vote is 
expected to be "Love 
Conquers All." "Miami 
cannot afford economic¬ 
ally to be called the 'Hate 
Capital of the World, 
said Bob Kunst. "I think 
that this kind of argument 
will have an impact on the 
voters. If we can pull this 
off, it will be a tremen¬ 
dous shot in the arm for 
the entire Gay rights 
movement. I think our 
Gay rights campaign will 
be a model for every Gay 
community." 

Kunst emphasized that 
the enactment of the 
ordinance and the atten¬ 
tion surrounding it has had 
a great effect on Gay 
Miamians. "Every day 
there has been something' 
in the media," asserted 
Kunst. "It's very much 
like the impact of the 
show 'Roots for black 
people. Everyone is talk¬ 
ing about it." 

Miami Gays are 
presently trying to raise 
$30,000 for the expected 
June 7 vote, much of it to 
be used for television 
commercials. "We hope 
to get people like Elaine 
Noble and Dave Kopay to 
do commercials for us," 
said Kunst. He urged Gay 
people who want to con¬ 
tribute to the Gay rights 
referendum "war chest to 
write the Dade County 
Coalition for the Human¬ 
istic Rights of Gays.

izations from claiming 
tax-deductible status, 
that homosexuals in prison 
are victims of discrimina¬ 
tion and that the Civil 
Rights Commission should 
assume jurisdiction over 
cases in which homo¬ 
sexuals claim their rights 
have been violated. 

Ms. Costanza, former 
vice-mayor of Rochester, 
N.Y., has been a strong 
supporter of Gay rights. 

New Gay Rights 
Bill In Congress 

WASHINGTON, DC - Rep. 
Ed Koch has introduced 
the national Gay civil 
rights bill. The New York 
City Democrat introduced 
the bill, identical to the 
one Rep. Bella Abzug had 
introduced in the last 
Congress, on the first day 
of the 95th Congress, 
Jan. 4, 1977. 

The bill, HR 451, would 
amend the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 by adding the 
words "affectional or sex¬ 
ual preference" to each 
list of human conditions 
for which people cannot 
be discriminated against. 
The bill goes to the Sub¬ 
committee on Civil and 
Constitutional Rights of 
the House of Representa¬ 
tives Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee. 

Rep. Koch had gotten 
nine other Members of 
Congress to sign with him 
as prime sponsors of this 
bill when it was intro¬ 
duced, and four others 
have asked to be on the 
bill already. They are 
Reps.

A few weeks ago there 
was a hearing before a 
Board of Supervisors com¬ 
mittee on crime. What 
took place (and what did 
not take place) was a 
crime.

T, that hearing 
brought forth the greatest 
arguments in favor of Dis¬ 
trict Elections.

The mayor started 
things off with a 15- 
minute speech on how 
beautiful our city is.

The rest of the 
supervisors either agreed 
or did not have the 
stomach to challenge his 
statement.

1 ‘ustice system who 
laven't paid their traffic 
tickets than with other 
types of crime. Feinstein! 
First, let's quote part of a 
letter from last Saturday's 
EXAMINER.

Dianne Feinstein to the 
then Senator Moscone: 
"As you well know, the 
increase in violent crime 
in S.F. has been so alarm¬ 
ing that it has become one 
ot the major issues in the 
minds of most citizens." 
That was written in 1969! 
And so, seven years later, 
Dianne is finally hot on 
the trail and getting after 
violent crime. She wants 
to close down the adult 
bookstores. The money 
and manpower spent on 
this drive will have to be 
taken away from other 
police duties. Go after 
them, Dianne. Close 
down all the adult book¬ 
stores. Stop all sex. And 
watch violent crime 
disappear. Supervisor 
Nelaer, after years of 
experience as a police 
officer and chief, had 
nothing to say. Francois 
was his usual self - appar¬ 
ently he missed the point 
of the hearing altogether. 

THE DEPARTMENT HEADS 


The Sheriff, the D.A. 
and the Chief of Police 
were all there. Chief 
Gain seemed to be the 
only one who tried to 
bring the hearing up to a 
meaningful level. Freitas 
was of no help. His 
recent defense of the 
anti-Gay statements of 
his assistant, Douglas 
Munson, shows his lack of 
concern. It may be indic¬ 
ative of his general 
approach towards govern¬ 
ment. Walk away from 
the tough ones. (A differ¬ 


ence in attitudes was 
shown by the reaction of 
many delegates at last 
week's state GOP conven¬ 
tion. L.A. Police Chief 
Davis' anti-Gay jokes 
were greeted with shock 
and shouts of disapproval. 
Apparently many GOP 
delegates are more sensi¬ 
tive to Gay people than 
"liberal" Joe Freitas. And 
remember that Douglas 
Munson was not joking!) 

Hongisto got into a shout¬ 
ing match with Barba- 

f elata and into a bitch- 
ight with Kopp. 

THE CITIZENS 


CONCLUSION 

If it wasn't so serious, it 
would make for a situa¬ 
tion comedy. As it was, it 
did make for another 
argument to retain 
Prop. T. Our Supervisors 
learned nothing about 
crime - proposed nothing 
to stop it - and we wit¬ 
nessed once again their 
lack of concern for the 
citizens and problems of 
this city. 


After listening for four 
hours, the people finally 
got their chance to have 
their say. When their 
time came, Barbagelata - 
who earlier kept saying ? "I 
want to learn something 
here today," - walked out. 
Kopp walked out. Dianne 
walked out. Francois 
wanted to let the Sheriff, 
the D.A. and the Chief 
leave. The citizens raised 
objections and Francois 
finally asked the depart¬ 
ment heads to remain. 
But no one was there to 
hear what the people had 
to offer. 

Remember, some four 
to five hours earlier the 
mayor said we should 
listen for new ideas. 
Remember, Barbagelata 
wanted to learn. And so 
the people of San Fran¬ 
cisco got up one by one 
and talked about the root 
causes of crime and what 
could be done to lower the 
rate. 

THE LOSERS 


While our city's leaders 
were talking for the TV 
cameras, someone's home 
was being robbed. While 
our Supervisors were talk¬ 
ing about parking tickets, 
someone was being 
mugged. While our mayor 
was telling how beautiful 
our city is, someone was 
being assaulted. And none 
of them objected to the 
fact that we spend more 
money on our vice squad 
than on homicide, 
burglary or assault. But 
remember, Dianne Fien- 
stein, who once cam¬ 
paigned in an adult book¬ 
store for votes, now 
regards them as the root 
cause behind our crime 


Gay Vigil at

The peaceful vigil is 
calling for guidance coun¬ 
selors to go on record in 
support of Gay lifestyles 
for Gay young people. 
CPGA, at its annual 
meeting, will be consider¬ 
ing two resolutions deal¬ 
ing with Gay issues. 

The vigil, organized by 
a group of people from 
diverse Bay Area Gay 
groups, is a memorial to a 
l6 year old high school 
student, Kenneth Myers, 
who took his own life 
after being continually 
harassed by fellow 
students for his homo¬ 
sexuality. No positive 
counseling was available 
to assist him in under¬ 
standing himself, nor to 
dead with the homophobia 
he encountered. 

The responsibility for 
his death and the deaths 
of scores of other young 
Gay people lies squarely 
with members of the 
counseling profession, 
according to organizers of 
the protest.

It 
is not surprising that the 
S.F. EXAMINER recently 
made this observation: 

"The complete over¬ 
throw of The City's tradi¬ 
tional voting trend may be 
iust around The corner . . . 
The old voter affection 
for labor has certainly 
cooled . . . The conserva¬ 
tive politicians, property 
owners and commercial 
interests maintain an un¬ 
easy edge in the struggle 
with new elements . . . 
Big labor and big business 
now share political clout 
with the vote-rich racial 
minorities, Gays, organ¬ 
ized senior citizens and 
city employees." 

It was only a few years 
ago that elected officials 
would not answer our 
requests for appoint¬ 
ments. Today, Art Agnos 
- Democratic Whip of the 
State Assembly - is con¬ 
sulting with sixty Gay 
activists to determine 
how he might best move 
in Sacramento with Gay 
rights legislation. State 
Senator Milton Marks 
continues his appearances 
at Gay functions. Mayor 
George Moscone, District 
Attorney Joe Freitas, 
Police Chief Charles Gain 
and Sheriff Richard 
Hongisto continue to take 
actions and to support 
policies that are benefi¬ 
cial to Gay people. 
Certainly, Assemblyman 
Willie Brown has consist¬ 
ently been there when we 
needed him. 

Our friends in the polit¬ 
ical arena realize that 
Gay people have yet to 
achieve Tull legal equal¬ 
ity. We are still denied 
the use of the state Fair 
Employment Practices 
Commission to process job 
discrimination complaints. 
Business and professional 
people can be denied 
licenses because of "bad 
moral terpitude." Anyone 
who has ever been con¬ 
victed of a sex offense 
must register and re¬ 
register for a lifetime 
with the local police as a 
"sex offender." Gay 
prisoners have yet to 
receive equality in state 
institutions. You may 
still be arrested for asking 
someone tcThave sex wrth 
you. We still need our 

S oli tic al friends to right 
tiese wrongs. 

When Mayor Moscone 

§ 3oke to the Golden Gate 
usiness Ass'n recently, 
he stressed that the same 
people who are out to 
get" him and other lib¬ 
eral officials are also the 
enemies of the Gay com- 


ty. 

with the mayor and urge 
our readers to be con¬ 
stantly alert to those who 
blatantly lie in attributing 
all of the city's ills to 
liberal politicians. The 
breeding of this discon¬ 
tent is a deliberate 
attempt to deliver this 
city to those who would 
have, in another era, sup¬ 
ported Attila the Hun. 
The enemies include 
Supervisor Quentin Kopp, 
the Police Officers Asso¬ 
ciation's Jerry Crowley, 
KGO-TV's Russ Coughlan 
and many of those in the 
Downtown Ass'n and the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

We may not have to 
look too far to find those 
within our own community 
who play into the hands of 
the Right Wing political 
extremists. Probably 


more accurate. Some 
conservative Gay activists 
do not realize that 
attacking and attempting 
to destrpy our political 
friends is a means of 
opening the gap for the 
Right to take over. 

This brings us to the 
strange (bizarre?) politics 
of a local Gay newspaper, 
The Sentinel. This news¬ 
paper has embraced 
Supervisor Quentin Kopp 
who is the enemy of most 
of our political friends. It 
has attacked Assembly- 
man Willie Brown. 
Recently, it called for the 
resignation of our liberal 

g olice chief, Charles 
rain. Now it appears to 
be attempting to discredit 
Mayor Moscone. 

One of the consistant 
journalistic tricks of The 
Sentinel is to run "news" 
stories on the front page 
that are actually edito¬ 
rials. A recent example is 
Charles Lee's reporting of 
Moscone's speech before 
the Golden Gate Business 
Ass'n.

because he reported that 
the speech "received a 
mixed reaction from the 
assembled crowd.

Many did neither.^ THAT, 
my friends, is editorial 
commentary. Do not be 
deceived by it. 

Elsewhere in the Lee 
article he pretends to be 
reporting the news when 
he is making a blunt 
editorial comment. He 
writes that "a well-known 
liberal attorney" or a 
"knowledgeable political 
observer'^ made certain 
observations. In this day 
of Gay liberation, when 
thousands of people do not 
care if their names are 
used, Lee allegedly 
chooses two closeted 
people to state what Lee 
obviously wishes to say 
editorially. He has these 
two mysterious people 
saying that Moscone's 


speech was "pure bullshit" 
and that it was the 
mayor's attempt to "wrap 
himself in the cloak of the 
Democratic Party." (The 
latter is a strange obser¬ 
vation, in that the mayor 
is well known as a 
Democrat.) 

Attempting to convince 
Gay voters that our 
friends are actually our 
enemies, that good is 
actually bad. and that the 
sky is actually the earth is 
acceptable m editorial 
journalism. However, I 
believe that mixing news 
and editorial commentary 
is unacceptable "news." 

Mayor Moscone is cor¬ 
rect. We must not only 
recognize and encourage 
our friends, but we must 
recognize and spell out 
those who would destroy 
our friends. Sometimes 
we do not have to look 
outside of our own com¬ 
munity.

E ditorial 

The local Gay press currently numbers seven 
publications. The major ones appear every two 
weeks; the rest make the rounds once a month. All 
share one thing: they cost the reader nothing but his 
time (in some cases, worth more than what he is 
invited to spend). Also available in the eye-sore 
street corner boxes are the national publications, 
the ADVOCATE and L.A.'s NEWSWEST. For a small 
city, this bounty is nothing short of remarkable. 

With Gay people estimated at one-fifth of S.F.'s 
population, the significance and impact of the Gay 
press has not been lost on the major media. On the 
whole. Gays are literate, affluent, and "au courant." 
The last untapped minority market. Generally 
speaking. Gays spend what they have or earn on the 
NOW. Life insurance, annuities, trust funds, lega¬ 
cies don't siphon off their dollars as they do the 
average family man. I've never met a Gay who 
purchased a cemetery plot, and know of few setting 
aside funds for their sunset years. Our "rainy days^ 
are usually today. 

Increasingly, Gay dollars are the target of 
anybody with anything to huckster. 

In conjunction with the ready cash of the Gay 
market is the loyalty of the Gay consumer to the 
Gay businessman. This is not to say the Gay 
operation offers a better product, delivers a better 
service or is more reliable. Yet, when was the last 
time any of us had anyone but a Gay person work on 
our hair. Or what one of us would do business with 
an obnoxious homophobe. 

The affinity is real - and the more alert 
corporations in S.F. are courting (albeit stealthily) 
the Gay consumer. A case in point is the major S.F. 



newspaper, the CHRONICLE. Not a day passes 
without several articles catering to a Gay audience. 
Our news is now finally fit to print. 

"Gaiety" is one of Charles McCabe's bag of 
tricks; Caen never misses a chance to tweak a giddy 
rump or two; Wasserman reviews a porno flick 
house. The Question Man asks about us. Ann 
Landers has discovered us. "Tales of the City" 
starts up again with a 30-item Gay Valentine's Day 
resolution. We have even begun to turn up in the 
comics. . . At this rate, can the bridge column be 
far behind? 

CHRONICLE reporters are ever more scrupu¬ 
lous in their "Gay" phrasing. We get calls in the 
office for background information - questions such 
as, "What is the nistory of the word 'Gay'?" 

Like them or detest them, there is no doubt in 
our minds that the establishment editors and jour¬ 
nalists receive and study the Gay publications. And 
not only here - from the N.Y. TIMES to the 
BERKELEY BARB, management is figuring ways to 
woo this sizable public and claim them as tneir own. 
Most discretely, of course. 

One of the axioms of social philosopher Herbert 
Marcuse is that sooner or later the mainstream, the 
establishment, co-ops the revolutionary, the radical 
programs and projects. It absorbs them into an 
amble bosom, smothering them, defusing them, 
defanging them. If this theorem holds true, the Gay 

E ress will eventually be swallowed by the middle- 
row giants. 

In recent months the S.F. EXAMINER has 
undergone a major overhaul: a new flashy format, 
new columnists, new features, a new nationally- 
known editor. The EXAMINER, to ^curtail dropping 
circulation, is giving the S.F. CHRONICLE a run for 
its money. The EXAMINER, while firmly planted in 
conservative turf, is seeking to make inroads on the 
CHRONICLES hipper" audience. In turn, the 
CHRONICLE is trying to demonstrate that it is even 
more with it. Gays, if nothing else, are "with it." 
And someone within the CHRONICLE'S inner sanc¬ 
tum has decided to solicit a Gay public. To date it 
has been a "behind the bushes" courtship (something 
hardly alien to active Gays). 

We like to think that the renegade Gay press is 
partly responsible in forcing the aailys to include 
Gay news and Gay features. Wepredict that some 
day there will be a Gay Peoples Page. . . At which 
time we can report that the CHRONICLE itself has 
finally come out of the closet.

New C.C.C. 

S.F. State Senator John 
F. Foran announced today 
that the California Con¬ 
servation Corps is accept¬ 
ing job applications. 

Foran said, "This state 
program is very different 
oecause it is not a govern¬ 
ment dole. Corps mem¬ 
bers will be expected to 
work a minimum of one 
year. They will be pro¬ 
vided room and board and 
paid from $260 to $355 
per month." 

The program is open to 
young men and women 
between the ages of 18 - 
20. There are no educa¬ 
tion or job experience 
requirements. 

This is the first C.C.C. 
program since the U.S. 
Civilian Conservation 
Corps of the 1930's. The 
goal of the program is to 
give young men and 
women the chance to 
learn skills while at the 
same time working to 
build a better environ¬ 
ment. 

Corps members will be 
assigned to one of several 
base centers where they 
will live and work on jobs 
such as developing public 

f iarks, clearing debris 
rom streams, installing 
and distributing water 
saving devices and assist¬ 
ing in emergency or 
disaster relief work. 

Applications and infor¬ 
mation are available 
throughout the state at all 
of the Dept, of Motor 
Vehicles, Parks and Rec¬ 
reation.

Cambridge, Mass* - Laura 

Rood, an openly Gay 
woman, has announced her 
candidacy for one of the 
nine seats on the Cam¬ 
bridge City Council to be 
filled in next N 
election. "The reasoi 
running is to help bring 
about changes in the 

F olitical system here. I 1 
eel that the middle and 
lower echelons have to 
get a fair shake," said 
Rood, a nurse who has 
lived in Cambridge since 
1974. The nine seats on 
the council are chosen on 
a non-partisan, at-large 
basis and not according to 
district. 

Rood has promised to 
make the Gay issue "a 
number one priority." "I 
would like to see an exec¬ 
utive order on discrimina¬ 
tion against Gay people 
issued in Cambridge," she 
said. Rood, who presently 
teaches nursing at Salem 
State College, was a 
counselor ana supervisor 
at Boston's Homophile 
Community Health 

Service from 1973-76. 
She also helped found the 
Gay Nurses Alliance in 
19’74 and took part in the 
presentation of a Gay

workshop at the '75 
Massachusetts Nurses 
Ass'n convention. In 1974 
Rood founded Janus Coun¬ 
seling Associates, a coun¬ 
seling group for women 
which also has male 
patients. 

Rood asserts that she 
has "a good chance" of 
being elected. She hopes 
to get the endorsement of 
the Cambridge Gay Politi¬ 
cal Caucus. 

Rood, while open about 
her Gayness, hopes that 
the "Lesbian issue won't 
be the making or breaking 

g oint for me. That was 
laine Noble's problem 


when she first ran. But I 
do feel that people find a 
Lesbian less threatening 
than a Gay man."

Stage: The 

Bourgeois 

Gentleman 

A.C.T.'s latest offering 
optimistically states "The 
Bourgeois Gentleman" by 
Moliere . . . translated by 
Charles Hallahan ana 
Dennis Powers. Granted 
that this production bears 
a vague resemblance plot- 


liberties taken (the 
gentleman snarling at his 
wife to "shaddap! , hardly 
an 18th Century neatly 
turned phrase), but this 
production is unquestion¬ 
ably entertaining and 
often very funny. 

Moliere wrote a non- 
verse play about the pre¬ 
tension of both a nouveau 
riche merchant from the 
lower classes who decides 
to become a gentleman if 
it kills him and all around 
him and the mannered 


Hallahan and Powers have 
turned an elegant comedy 
into a buffoonery of low 
class vaudeville, ably 
abetted by William Ball's 
"lookit me!" direction. 
The A.C.T. production is a 
barrage of sight gags, 
burlesque schtick and a 
Turkish production num¬ 
ber that looks like it's on 
loan from the CLO pro¬ 
duction of "Kismet." 
Moliere is buried in an 
avalanche of overkill, so 
it is best to approach the 
play as an indulgent exer¬ 
cise in broacT comedy 
loosely based upon a 
classic comedv. 

Charles Hallahan mugs 
the title role as a dumb 
refugee from "Hee Haw" 
who yearns to play Noel 
Coward; his wife is ably 
portrayed by Marrian 


Walters in a style that 
shot Irene Ryan to fame 
on "The Beverly Hill¬ 
billies." Deborah May 
gets stuck with nothing to 
do as the demure answer 
to Ellie Mae, and Barbara 
Dirickson is forced and 
unbelievable as the uppity 
maid. A few of the 
company manage to find a 
happy compromise level - 
Daniel Davis is a delight 
as the music master, hit¬ 
ting exactly the right 
tone; Stephen St. Paul is a 
convincing swain because 
he underplays with con¬ 
viction; Earl Boen and 
Franchelle Stewart Dorn 


lignity to the shenanig; 
around them; and John 
Hancock is quite good as 
the Turkish leader/sooth¬ 
sayer. Rave Birk and 
James R. Winker offer 
portrayals we've seen too 
often, thus their amuse¬ 
ment value grows steadily 
less with eacn repetition. 

William Ball's direction 
is fast-paced, abundantly 
energetic and incredibly 
busy. He starts quietly 
enough and builds steadily 
until, by the end of the 
first act, bodies are chas¬ 


ing after each other up, 
down and around while 
dialogue goes totally out 
the window. It is as 
wildly theatrical as we 
have come to expect of 
him, also as overpowering 
as Mr. Ball can be on 
occasion. Richard Seger 
has created a lovely 
spacious set and the cos¬ 
tumes are among Robert 
Fletcher's most Dizarrely 
interesting. 

It boils down to a 
simple pandering to the 
masses' tastes. This 
"Bourgeois Gentleman" 
sounds like a sitcom TV 
show and plays like a 
yock-a-minute blackout 
sketch. It's a very funny 
production, visually hilari¬ 
ous to watch, with many 
grandiose performances. 
Moliere wrote the play as 
an 18th Century vaude¬ 
ville spoof . . . but he had 
a style that was unmistak¬ 
ably his own. This pro¬ 
duction has little style but 
great verve.

He slights all 
of Casanova's other 
achievements to concen¬ 
trate on his love of 
women, often to appear 
nothing more than a 
blithering fool spouting 
gibber. Fellini certainly 
creates the atmosphere of 
the arid, lonely life of the 
great lover, but Casanova 
is depicted as such a 
pathetic caricature of the 
great stud that we are 
never interested in him; 
we never learn anything 
about him; a few midgets, 
amazons and grotesque 
faces fail to arouse any 
emotion; and all the 
opulent sets, lavish cos¬ 
tumes and smoky, diffused 
lighting fail to make 
Fellini look anything more 
than a good cameraman 
on a self-indulgent ego 
trip. 

After "Satyricon" and 
"Casanova," fm inclined 
to think whatever Fellini 
had . . . he HAD!

someday you would get a 
film of your own. Body¬ 
building, like many previ¬ 
ously slighted subjects, 
finally has zoomed into 
the limelight in the past 
few years. There is now a 
public that has heard 
about Arnold Schwarze¬ 
negger, Lou Ferrigno and 
Franco Columbu, who 
have been educated about 
bodybuilding to where the 
old stigmas and stereo¬ 
types have finally started 
to vanish. Now, along 
comes "Pumping Iron," a 
documentary about body¬ 
builders by George 
Gaines, co-produced with 
Jerome Gary and co¬ 
directed with Robert 
Fiore . . . and it's excel¬ 
lent all the way down the 
line. 






















Focusing upon a half 
dozen of the top name 
bodybuilders, the film 
relates the attitudes, 
friendships, torturous 
training, jealousies and 
competitiveness prepara¬ 
tory to the awarding of 
the 1975 Mr. Olympia, the 
highest title that can be 
won in professional body¬ 
building. 

We not only gain 
respect for the serious¬ 
ness of the men involved, 
we come to know them 
personally in interviews 
and their candid reactions 
to each other backstage. 
The film really ought to 
be entitled "Psyching 
Out," because that s the 
name of the game. And 
the greatest exponent of 
it is Arnold Schwarze¬ 
negger; the complete 
authority and confidence 
with which he reigns as 
the number one body¬ 
builder in the world today 
is awe-inspiring. He is a 
master at psyching out his 
opponent; in '75, it was 
Ferrigno, and there is a 
great scene where he 
breakfasts the day of 
competition with the 
entire Ferrigno clan, and 
at the end of mutually 
psyching pleasantries, he 
smiles ana tells Ferrigno, 
"If only the contest was a 
month later, you would 
have been ready!" Besides 
having an incredible 
physique, Schwarzenegger 
has tremendous charisma 
onscreen and is a super¬ 
cool hustler. It is because 
the film concentrates 
primarily upon him that it 
succeeds so well. 

We also develop com¬ 
passion for Mike Katz as 
we see him lose and come 
in fourth in his class, and 
then cheer because it was 


won by his nemesis Ken 
Waller, who was a fellow 
American. We see 

Waller’s face calculatedly 
watching Katz in judging, 
then hiding Katz H s shirt 
just before JCatz has to go 
on to distract his concen¬ 
tration. We see the flash 
of stark fear on Lou 
Ferrigno's face when his 
father comes storming up 
onstage to whisper last 
minute advice. There are 
no real villains or heros in 
the film; but Matty 
Ferrigno, Lou's father, a 
former cop turned trainer, 
comes close as he comes 
across with maniacal 
determination to make his 


_play 

his father. 

The documentary is 
beautifully photographed 
by Fiore, ana even if you 
care nothing whatever 
about muscles, contests or 
bodybuilders (contrary to 
public image, there is 
nothing more sterile than 
watching great chunks of 
muscle all at once; it is 
hardly an erotic event, 
despite all the flesh on 
view), you get caught up 
in the personalities in¬ 
volved, you respect how 
much it means to them 
and the work entailed; and 
you have to laugh at the 
Machiavellian intrigues 
backstage. 

"Pumping Iron" is a 
giant step forward for the 
sport of bodybuilding and 
if's also good filmmaking. 
It will open next 
Wednesday. Feb. 23, at 
the Clay Theater, with Ed 
Corney giving posing 
exhibitions nightly 

between showings. For a 
good offbeat film, give it 
a try! 


Interview: 

Mr. Clive Barnes 


Clive Barnes, the illus¬ 
trious critic for the NEW 
YORK TIMES and the 
most feared theater critic 
in America, visited S.F. 
last week to cast his 
official approval upon the 
San Francisco Ballet, 
notably "Romeo ana 
Juliet ? and recommend 
that it should definitely 
venture to New York for 
East Coast exposure.

'The Wiz,' 'Godspell' and 
'Jesus Christ Super trash' 
but they're all very suc¬ 
cessful. Tell me a show I 
closed? The NEW YORK 
TIMES is important, it's 
not me. Anyone in my 
position would have the 
same reputation." 

Mr. Barnes met with 
several of the local critics 
in San Francisco to dis¬ 
cuss the possibility of 
forming a Drama Critics

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Circle, as they have in 
New York, which hand out 
their own awards to shows 
and performers each year. 
They have two meetings a 
year and do nothing else 
except give their awards. 
"I think it's a good idea 
for critics to get to¬ 
gether. It has a profes¬ 
sional advantage, but I 
don't know about awards. 
I'm very ambiguous about 
awards. In London, at 
intermission, everyone 
talks about the play; in 
New York, no one talks 
about the play. I think 
awards are really for 
producers. They have 
some cash value at the 
box office. We are now 
trying to get a national 
critics circle across the 
country, which I think is 
an excellent idea." 

And lastly, Clive Barnes 
offered his thoughts about 
critics and criticism - "A 


critic is not a sort of 
Gallup Poll. He is paid to 
give nis own opinion. I 
think we really like the 
theater and we're trying 
to bridge reality between 
the audience and the 
artist. I happen to be a 
theater worker who writes 
for a newspaper but I'm 
certainly involved with 
the theater. My function 
is not to be a judge but an 
advocate. We are all so 
subject to the corruptions 
of loving what we're doing 
... We need fringe papers 
desperately in a time of 
monolithic pressure ... to 
fall asleep is the ultimate 
criticism. I’ve trained 
myself not to react. Pro¬ 
ducers even watch you for 
body language, so I always 
sit with a straight spine. I 
just watch Walter Kerr 
and I do the same wooden 
Indian he does. And I 


never walk out because it 
may affect other critics. 
It's very discouraging for 
a producer to see a 
lemming procession out of 
the theater, so I sit with a 
straight spine, no expres¬ 
sion on my face and right 
until the end!"

Punk Rock and the Gay 


A few days ago I inter¬ 
viewed Danny Fields, 
Editor of SIXTEEN 
MAGAZINE and manager 
of New York's premier 

g unk-rock band. the 
Lamones. I asked Danny 
about the reception the 
Ramones' newly-released 
second LP, RAMONES 
LEAVE HOME, was get¬ 
ting in the Gay commu¬ 
nity. Even though the 
Ramones' music is the 
vanguard of the new 
music that is sweeping the 
country, and even though 
they are one of the first 
rock bands to deal with 
explicitly Gay subjects, 
ana even though it has 
been reported in the press

"Disco is the music of 
the organized Gay scene," 
Danny told B.A.R. "If 
those people were true to 
their colors and their 
leather, you'd think they'd 
be into the punk-rock 
music, or at least the 
Ramones. Musically it 
represents what they 
represent themselves as 
stylistically: brief, tough, 
efficient, hard, muscular, 
sexy, sort of brutal in an 
amyl-nitratish kind of 
instant head high way. 
But you take off the 
leather and there's a rib¬ 
bon clerk underneath and 
he likes Barry White." 

Actually Danny and the 
Ramones may be in for a 
surprise. True, the New 
York leather scene is all 
disco-oriented musically, 
but here on the West 
Coast Gay men have a far 
more liberal attitude 
toward their music. The 
Blue Oyster Cult, a 
Ramones forerunner as 
far as leather jackets, 
fascistic posing and biker 
imagery is concerned, has 
had tremendous success 
among Gays in California. 
In fact, after doing a 
heavy Gay publicity trip 
in L.A. and San Francisco 
on the release of their 5th 
LP, the Cult not only got 
their first gold record 
certification, but had 
their single, "(Don't Fear) 
The Reaper," named #1 
record of 1976 by the 
ROLLING STONE and 
CREEM. Chris Knab of 
Aquarius Records on 
Castro St. says that the 
Cult album was a giant 
seller. "It didn't really 
compete with Donna 
Summer, but we were 
sellin' 'em by the box-load 
all year."

That's 
what the Ramones' songs 
all do - go back to roots, 
to a time when rock was 
greater than it was com¬ 
mercial. "Glad to See 
You Go" and "Suzy is a 
Headbanger," however, 
are not only real rockers, 
they are also commercial 
and could easily be AM 
radio hits. _

g uarantees that 1977 will 
e an even better year for 
Emmylou. That's because 
LUXURY LINER is easily 
her best album yet, far 
surpassing, for its subtle 
beauty and tender power, 
her first two records. 

Emmylou's gorgeously 
plaintive voice carries the 
record where some of the 
material is so mellow that 
for a lesser performer it 
could have easily spelled 
catastrophe.

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. . . For Gay Psychologists 
Makes Progress 

The Task Force on the 
Status of Lesbian and Gay 
Psychologists is a fact¬ 
finding and advisory com¬ 
mittee of the American 
Psychological Ass'n. 

Among its varied purposes 
are (l) documenting the 
number and status of Gay 
psychologists, as well as 
the attitudes of psycholo¬ 
gists toward their Gay 
colleagues; (2) providing 
information and support 
for Gay psychologists; (3) 
making recommendations 
to APA about how to 
"take the lead in removing 
the stigma of mental ill¬ 
ness, long associated with 
homosexual orientation," 
as required by the resolu¬ 
tion passed by the APA 
Council of Representa¬ 
tives in January 1975; and 
(4) developing resource 
materials for educating 
psychologists about the 
realities of Gay lifestyles. 

To date, the Task Force 
has successfully pressed 
for the addition of a 
"sexual orientation" 

clause to the official non¬ 
discrimination policy 
statement of APA. It has 
also presented to, and 
gotten passed by, APA 
Council a resolution that 
persons not be discrimi¬ 
nated against on the basis 
of affectional or sexual 
preference either regard¬ 
ing the care and custody 
oi their own children, or 
as foster or adoptive 
parents. Resolutions are 
also pending from the 
Task Force regarding the 
care and custody oF Gay 
minors, and affirmative 
action for Gays in psy¬ 
chology training pro¬ 
grams. 

In addition, the Task 
Force has designed, and is 
currently conducting, a 
comprehensive study of 
the personal experiences 
of Lesbian and Gay male 
psychologists within the 
profession. Results of 
this study, along with a 
survey of attitudes toward 
homosexuality within 
APA's membership and 
recommendations, will be 
published. 

The Task Force was 
formed in June 1975 as a 
result of concerns ex¬ 
pressed by a Gay caucus 
within the APA, since 
1973 ; and through the 
continued lobbying efforts 
of the Association of Gay 
Psychologists. Over half 
of the members of the 
Task Force are openly 
Gay, including Drs. 
Barbara Sang, Dorothy 
Riddle, Elizabeth Stirling 
Cole, Hal Kooden, Marty 
Rogers and Steve Morin.

Books 

The Sexual 
Outlaw 


by John Rechy 

(Grove Press) 


Last week brought to 
the editor's desk the 
latest wrinkle in book pro¬ 
motion (at least in our 
experience). Grove Press 
sent a ready-made review 
plus selected chapters 
from the book (an uncor¬ 
rected proof no less) 
assembled in a 39-page 
pamphlet. The do-it- 
yourself review of Rechy's 
forthcoming work written 
by the Grove staff glows 
(naturally). The piece-of- 
book serves as some sort 
of literary aperitif. 

Together they supply an 
easier, quicker way for 
the overworked book 
editor. With a promise 
that THE SEXUAL OUT¬ 
LAW will head Grove's 
Spring list of books, there 
are advantages of getting 
on board the bandwagon 
before the parade begins. 
Unfortunately, Grove's 
taste of honey doesn't 
amount to very much . . . 
and how does one react to 
bits and snippets of a 
hoped-for major literary 
event. Perhaps with bits 
and snippets - trading 
bite-size for bite-size. 

Grove's Kent Carrol 
refers to THE SEXUAL 
OUTLAW as "a passionate 
outcry against the oppres¬ 
sion of homosexuals." 
Rechy's claim is more 
modest, "a non-fiction 
account, with commen¬ 
taries, of three days and 
nights in the sexual under¬ 
ground." 

We learn THE SEXUAL 
OUTLAW is "set in the 
parks, alleys, tunnels, 
garages, streets ana 
beaches of contemporary 
Los Angeles and its im¬ 
mediate environs." 

Familiar turf for Rechy, 
and with his penchant for 
elaborate elaboration, 
perhaps an over-trod turf 
by now. 

From the tidbits on 
hand, it appears Rechy is 
determined to romanti¬ 
cize his "sexual outlaws" 
out of the subterranean 
... or worse, to immor¬ 
talize the male hustler 
into American folklore. 
Or is he re-picking overly- 
picked bones - it's hard to 
tell with one-sixtieth of a 
book. One does have 
suspicions though. 

For the San Franciscan, 
"an excursion of a sub¬ 
culture of our cities still 
hidden from our view," 
and to show what "its 
really like in the Gay 
underworld" is somewhat 
of a dead horse. In 1977 
it's hardly "explosive 
subject matter." 

Grove Press also touts 
Rechy as "widely regarded 
as the most important 
American authpr to 
creatively unveil the 
realm of homosexuality in 
this country." A bit of a 
blow job, one suspects. If 
I can trust my swiss- 
cheese memory. I found 
Rechy’s "explosive" CITY 
OF NIGHT boring. His 
subsequent NUMBERS 
doubly boring. 

That street hustlers 
should levitate to some 
sort of modern folk hero 


prompts one to fear for 
our culture. It seems Mr. 
Rechy would have it so, 
and from the "teasers" on 
hand, he is at it again . . . 
making hay out of his 
private chaff and the 
anomalous world of 
Southern California. 

Should Grove go for a

SEXUAL OUTLAW, we'll 
be hearing more than we 
ever wanted to hear about 
Rechy and Selma Avenue 
over the next six months. 

Should the book 

g rosper ? we wish it well. 

hould it be more than its 
preview parts, we'll gladly 
revise our estimates. At 
this point in the game, I 
don't relish being baited 
with a crumb. Nor antici¬ 
pate spending $10 to $12 
to be ^'bored to the tits 
one more time.

Tucson City 
Council Bans

Discrimination 

TUCSON - On Monday, 
Feb. 7 ? the Tucson City 
Council passed, by unani¬ 
mous vote, an amendment 
banning discrimination in 
employment, housing and 
public accommodations 
based on sexual or affec- 
tional preference and/or 
marital status. The 
Tucson Gay Coalition has 
worked long and hard in 
getting this amendment to 
discriminatory practices 
against homosexuals 

S assed. An attorney in 
he City Attorney's office 
has already been assigned 
to prosecute offenders. 
The penalty for violation 


of this ordinance as 
amended is a $300 fine 
and/or six months' jail 
sentence. 


Gay Runs for 
Ft. Lauderdale 
Mayor 

FT. LAUDERDALE - Fort 
Lauderdale Gays have an¬ 
nounced the candidacy of 
Roger Luckett, a 45 year- 
old real estate broker, to 
run for mayor in this 
resort city's upcoming 
elections. The election is 
a "free-for-all" with 19 
candidates running for 
five seats as city commis¬ 
sioners. The candidate 
who gets the highest 
amount of votes becomes 
the mayor. Because of 
the fragmented nature of 
the voting, a high Gay 
turnout could assure 
Luckett's election as one 
of the commissioners. 
'Tm pretty sure he'll be 
elected city commis¬ 
sioner, if not mayor," said 
local activist Allan 
Rockway. 

Luckett's decision to 
run for public office 
comes in the wake of an 
anti-Gay campaign being 
waged by the city's cur¬ 
rent mayor, E. Clay Shaw. 
Shaw had asked for an 
investigation of Gay hotel 
interests in Lauderdale 
and also denounced the 
rise of male prositiution. 
"If a family from the Mid¬ 
west comes to Fort 
Lauderdale and sees men 
making love on the beach, 
what will they think?" the 
mayor asked. "They'll 
never come back. We are 
a family community, not 
just a tourist town. I 
don't intend to allow that 
image to be tarnished for 
the expediency of a few 
dollars. 

The mayor's remarks 
stirred an immediate 
storm and brought about 
the speedy politicization 
of the city's large (and 
wealthy) Gay community. 
Although Shaw was 
backed in his anti-Gay 
campaign by the Fort 
Lauderdale Resort and 
Hotel Ass'n, some mem¬ 
bers of the CofC and 
others, he has also been 
strongly criticized. State 
Rep. John Adams (D- 
Hollywood) called Shaw's 
comments "dirty politics" 
and a FORT LAUDER¬ 
DALE NEWS editorial 
assailed the Mayor's "hip 
shooting remarks."
